The government "partial payment" 
plan i.^ being adopted by many of the 
cities and towns throughout the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District for 
handling the Third Liberty Loan, 
which starts .\pril 6. Committees have 
been appointed In several cities to 
work out details in connection with 
the plAn. It Is thought that no form 
of snb.si riptiiMis to be u.sed in the sale 
of the bonds will reach anything like 
the aggregate number of subscribers 
who will take advantage of this meth- 
od of purchasing. 

In St. Louis a committee of bankers 
has been active shaping arrangements 
80 that purchasers of these bonJis will 
have the privilege of buying them on 
weokly inKlallments. 

F. O. Watty, pr.\=ident Third Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis and chalrnan 
of the Metropolitan Committee of the 
Liberty Loan Organization for the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, is 
highly enthusiastic over the plan. 

During the previous loans. Mr.

Doubtless the greatest day in the 
history ot Greenville, as to far- 
reaching importance and anticipat- 
ed results, was Tuesday, our Liberty 
Loan rally day.

Both speakers 
addressed the crowds in the court 
room and on the lawn, it was a great 
day, and the results will be splendid.
